Standards, hereby makes the following rules fmther to amend 
the Prevention pf Food Adulteration Rules, 1955, namely :— 

RULES 

1. (1) These rules may be called the Prevention of Food 
Adulteration (Second Amendment) Rules, 1978. 

(2) They shall come into force on the 1st April 1978. 

2. In the Prevention of Food Adulteration Rules, 1955 
(hereinafter referred to as the said rules), in rule 2, for calute 
(c), the following clause shall be substituted, namely 

“(c) ‘Laboratory’means a Contral Food Laboratory;’’. 

Rule 3 of the said rules, shall be renumbered as sub-rule (1)
